This raſtall round abeut, withont god complerion oz geod 
condition, as ill fauoured as mannered, and fo ſpoxen, as wicked: being 
thus voide of grate, careleſſe of all credit, and ittenueable in her reſo⸗ 
lution, foꝛ the wicked courſe of her life, this ( J ſay) helliſh pte officth 
ts dominete ouer me, and with the countenante of her maſter, to make a 
laue of her god man. who ſhould be ſent of errands, while ſhe were with 
her Arrants:J ſhould fetch wine foꝛ their dzinking;turne the ſpit to their 
roaſt -mcate, oʒ walke their hozſes, while they were ſadling my Fillie : 
and yet all this(and J ſay not whatclſe)J maſt beare, as though it were 
no burden fe2 a fmall reckontug at the webes end, foz waſhing a foule 
ſhirt, oz ſetting of my ruffs right, oz ſeething of a calues head, 02 ma⸗ 


king ſauce to a tame goſe, oz fo; = nod of my Paſter, that makes a nod

I pray you be not Angry: 
dy of his ſcruant;fo2 ſuch and ſuch like matters, to make vp all matters, 
and ſwallow griefe ſe in my thzoat , that it is ready to choake me in the 
going downe : Is it poſſible to doe all this, that you could doe, J, and 
not be Angry: 

Fern. Pes, very well: foꝛ p2ofit is ſo pleaſing, that it puts out a great 
many ill thoughts that would trouble a man that hath no wit, and fo; ho- 
neſtp, it is a god thing J mult confelle : Bat, if a man be not boꝛnec rich 
and lie pe himſelfe ſo, qe ſhall gaine little by mplicitie: and theretoꝛe 
as I ſaid, where Patience bzings p2ofit, I ſay ſtill, beare with pour ſoz» 
tune, and bee not Angric. But leauing to talke moze of Female diſ- 
content ments, let me ſay this: That J being a Pan of ſuffictencte to 
ſupply the Dffice of a gd plate, bozne of a Noble houſe, bꝛed vp in all 
courſes requiſite foz a Geatleman, haue trauelled diuers countries, ſænc 
much of the wozld by Sea and Land, and thzough want of my Fathers 
diſcretion, not left ſo god a poztion as may maintapne my reputation, 
without ſome better matter than mine owne eſtate, and dziuen foz my 
better comfozt, to put mp foꝛtune vnder the fauour of him, whom J 
know not what hath made rich: and being onely wiſe in the woꝛld hath 
no feeling of Gods grate, uut by a thouſand ill pzactiſes,finde the meane 
befoze his death to lol oucr a great deale of moze groundthen his graue

rate me like a Dog, becauſe J will not be a Deuill: to be employed in 

moꝛe vildneſſe then halle a Chꝛiſtian could endure to heare of ; now J 
ſap, to ſpend my time in this miſery onely foz picking of a ſallad, waigh⸗ 
ting at a trencher,loking on a fairc hauſe, making curteſie to an old Ne- 
lique, hold the baſon to the Khcume. oz hearing the Puſicke of a rotten 
Cough:and after many peares patience in this purgatozy, where all the 
wiſedome J haue learned, were but to cozrupt*the nature of a god wit, 
eyther foz a trifle to be frowned at, and by trickes to be wzought out : 02 
with a ltuery without a badge, to ſæke my foztune in ſome other ſoyle, 
to haue ſcrucd long foꝛ nothing o2 foz woꝛſe then nothing, when viſcon- 
tentments mult be cancelled and I fozfeare of a miſchiefe, muſt ſpcake 
all honour of diſhonour, and with a Perry goe ſo;zry figh out my dapes 
that are no bettet bleſſed: when J halle af vic graced, and better wits 
put downe: honeſtie ſcoꝛned, and knauerp in moze actompt. then com⸗ 
mendable: and I coſening my ſelfe with an imagination, that ſeruice 
p was 
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was an heritage. when I found nothing but lofCe of time and repenfance; 
Haue J not cauſe thinke you with all this, to be angry? 

lab. And pet J ſay -1 pray you be not Angry: F02, if y& had ſo 
nuch of the grace of God, as to make vou rather haue the hope of pzefer- 
ment, then to yecld to an ill implement, no doubt but eythat your pꝛiuate 
life will finde ſome ſecret contentment, oz your patience will inde ſomes 
where, aduancements of pour vertues : and therefoze rather be iorful ow 
Gods bleſſing,than impatient with your foztune, and thinke not amiſſe 
that I ſay,l pray you be not Angry. But to requite vou: @ay that A ha⸗ 
ung moze money in my Purſe than a wiſe man would part with, but 
vpon the better reckoning,ſhculd be perſwaded to play the Tiſurer, and 
ſo with little reward to make my money multiply,t by theſcunning woz⸗ 
king of a cunny-catching knaue , J ſhould be bꝛought (in hope of gaine 
totatie in pawn foz my monepſoms leaſe of a god farme, oʒ pete of rie 
plate : which being not fetcht by the day of payment, would returneme 
moze than double my money : put my money out of my hands, which J 
haue fared full hard to get together, and J at the glad of mr fozfopt,ho- 
ping ts gaine moze than a god conſcience would away withall;finde my 
leaſe not wozth a point, by a fozmer dade of gift,oz ſuch a conuepance as 
carrycth all away from my fingers, and leaue me (os all my cunning) 
in the Law, to plead repentance to iny folly : oz my plate challenged foz 
ſome pecce of pilfery,and I b2ought to trouble foz A know not what, and 
to get out J know not how, till J haue bzought'my ſtocke to a ptoʒe ſtate 
where J may ſa the iuſt reward of Qſury,when J loke in my purſe and 
finde nothing: Wonld not this make one Angry ?

And finde all the Anger in the wozld will not 
recouar a penny loſle, let me ſay to pou, as you ſay to me, I pray youſbe not 
Angry. And let me tell pou, that vpon a time it was my hap to haue a 
friend(as I thought) whem J louad deatelp: and building vpon the care 
of his conſcience, that foz a woꝛld of wealth hee would net play the Icw 
with me: It fell cut, that J hauing moꝛe than a moneths minde to a 
TWench aboue a peare old, whoſe wozthineſſe euery way might com 
mand a better ſeruant than my ſelfe, and pet it had ſo falne out bey 
twirt vs, that our affe qions were ſo ſetled, that J thought (withene 
death ) there could be no temoue: and therefoꝛe fearing no foztrme,rely- |

me, when like a diſſembling le, he vſeth my Ic well foz a meane to rob 
me of any better Jewell: when he pꝛe ſented it as from himſelfe, and re⸗ 
vealing ſome matter of ſccrecic betwixt vs, vnpleaſing to her, and no- 
thing tomy p:ofit , with inchanting charmes winnes her affection, and 
bozroweth my (Poney to cut nip thyoat, till hawng carryed away my 
Piſtris, he epthcr laugh at we, oz waite me a letter of excuſe to collogue 
with mee: When J thinke how with truſting a Knauc, I haue played 
the (ole, in conſcience ſap, It euer man would fall out with himſelke, 
haue J not cauſe to be Augry. 

Fab. No : fv; as you fayd to me, knaues will be knaucs : and in mat⸗ 
ters of loue,he that will not be the follower of his owne cauſe,may hap 
to be onerth:oune in his owne ſute:and toloke fo: conſtancy in a wo⸗ 

man, eſpeciallp of young years,when bꝛibes and gifts are able to wozke 
great matters in thoſe courſes, it is a mere folly : foz,ſay that ſome are 
CI know not how many ) as conſtant as Penc1 »pe, yet let Dauae take 
herd of a golden ſhower in her lap: and thercfoze, I pray you be not an- 
gry. Foz let me tell you, to bee deteiued by a friend, it is an ozbinarte 
matter : to looſe a wench, it is a thouſand mens foztune : and therefoze 
Ence ſhe was ſo fickle to truſt to thinke her better toſt than found: and fo 
him, get pour golden Jewels t your Poney from him, and let him walke 
with his wicked houſhold-ſtuffe:and let me tell you of a diſcontentment 
of mind. It was mp hap, (I may ſay my ill hap) to caſt my affection of 
late vpon a very pzeper young man of a pure complcrion, neyther effec - 
minate,no2 courſe faced, neyther of leather-ellers, noz painters compa⸗ 
m, but a god feature and well coloured:and fs; his ceuntcnance,neyther 
Pauls ſtæ ple height, noz with the fall of the tyde ; but carryedin ſe god 
u meaſare,as ſhewed his wits no moze out of azycr than his members: 
fozhis voyce nepther Treble no; Biſe, but a god meine: and his ſpeech 
nepther Kethoxcall,noz Logicall,noz tragitall, no Colaſticall:but ſuch 


goneyther to little, no; to much, as anſwerjng directly to euer queſti- 
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on: and ſpeaking neccffarily vpon god occaſion wan him ſuch commen· 
dation fo; his diſcretion,as increaſing much my affection, made me (as 
I thought  vpon god indgement,makr him a great wbiect to my cons 
tentment: in bꝛieke, à fingled him out of company, to maze him my 
Companton tœke him to my houſe, beſtowed bountifully vpon him, let 
bim not want anything that was nedfull foz him: my table to dine at, a 
faite chambor foz his lodging, vea t ſometime made him my bedfellcw, 
futniched him with money,ho2fe ,apparell, bokes. and crcdif foz tehat⸗ 
ſocucr hee would demand, vea, and in my abſence tiuſted him with the 
gouernement df my whole houſe , till my fauour bzed in qs folly that 
that at the firſt J ſaw not, ſuch a pꝛeſumption of his otone wozthuieſſe, 
as I liked not, where controulling euen my ſelfe foz a trifle, himſe le to 
blame in the ſelfe ſame nature foꝛ a greater matter, thinking all to kts 
tle that was done fo2 him, and vꝛging moze than was meete foz him: at 
laſt not able to ſuppꝛeſſe the venome of his pꝛide, till his heart made his 
head ſwell as big as a Cods⸗head; in recompence of all my kindeneſſe, 
playes falſe with my ſeruant Þapde, ſteales away my eldeſt daughter, 
robs my Cofcrs, troubles my conſcience, crackes my credit, befoles nry 
wit and doth what he may to ſecke the ruine of my ſtats ; Js it poſſible 
that a mau could thinke of ſuch a villaine, and not be Angry? 

Fern, Pea very well; and IJ ſap vnto pou : I pray you be not Angry? 
Foꝛ, fill knaues will be knaues; and a man had nede cate a bulhell 
ofſalt with a Pan, befozc hee grow to farre to truſt him: foz he wns a 
woz'dling, vnd out ofthe ſimplititie of pour honeſtie, thinking him to be 
that he was not, might lcarne him to truſt his li ke, os anꝑ of all, at leaſt 
with pour houſe, your Daughter, (it pou haue any) 02 your ſetuants, ii 

you ke pe any: and hauing Patience with pour lacke of tudgement, 
doe fo your Daughter, as you haus cauſe in nature and reaſon, 
and pꝛap in charitie ſoz his Boule, what euer become 
of his carkaſſe and fince (I hope) you will 
take this foz no ill counſell, I ſay as I 
did, I pray you be not Angry.
